TSE election in Maine to>day will be 
studied with a great deal of interest by 
political calculators. The prohibitionists 
have taken a very active part in this 
year's contest; whether their vote will 
show a .marked increase is the all-im- 
portant point in considering the sig- 
nificance of the result. 
At the presi- 
dential election two years ago Blaine re- 
ceived 71,716 votes; Cleveland, 57,656; 
Butler, 3,994,.and St. John, 2,160, giv- 
ing the republicans a plurality of 20,060. 
In that campaign, however, the liquor 
issue cut no figure in Maine. 
This year 
it has been made conspicuous, and a 
largely increased 
prohibition vote is 
looked for. 


MR. CKAWFORD, the New York Worlds 
Washington 
correspondent, is a good 
republican and a clever writer. 
For a 
week past he has been over in Indiana 
writing up the political situation from a 
Mugwump standpoint. 
Here is his wail 
in the World. 
The letter is dated from 
Washington: 
"There has been 
prac- 
tically a clean sweep of federal place 
holders in Indiana. 
Of the ninety-three 
postmasters in the first, second and third 
class all have been succeeded by demo- 
crats, except one in the second class, and 
eight in the third class. 
Of the em- 
ployes of the fifteen second class offices 
of which the head was changed, running 
from four to eighteen in each office, 
nineteen out of twenty have been suc- 
ceeded by democrats. 
Of the 
1,804 
fourth-class postoffices in the state there 
are less than 800 remaining unchanged. 
The bulk of these are very small, unde- 
sirable places. 
In the internal service 
of about ninety employes in all, all but 
four had some time ago been succeeded 
by democrats. 


HiiUE are the cliief provisions of the 
new oleomargarine law! Manufacturers 
of the stuff shall pay $600, wholesale 
dealers S480, and retail dealers $48. 
Manufacturers shall render regular re- 
turns to the United States collector of 
intei-nal revenue. 
The product must 
be sold in stamped packages, and shall 
be 
taxed 2 cent a pound besides 
the 
sums paid by manufacturer and dealer. 
Tax stamps must be affixed to the pack- 
ages sho\\ ing that this has been paid. 
The word "Oleomargarine" shall 
be 
plainly stamped 
upon the 
packages. 
Oleomargarine imi)orted from abroad 
shall be 
taxed 15 
cents a 
pound. 
Those 
violating 
the 
law are to be 
punished with imprisonment and fines, 
one or lioth, as specified in the law. 
The fines range from $50 up to $5,000, 
and yet loopholes have been left 1by 
which the law can be evaded everv 
time, experts say. 
One of these is by 
means of the word "knowingly," which 
was cunningly inserted into the bill in 
the 
Senate. 
The 
prosecutor 
must 
prove that the dealer knew he was sell- 
ing oleomargarine fraudidently.

PHIL SHERIDAN delivered THE 
following speech at the Crestón (Iowa) 
solders' reunion: 


I came here to-day to see you and talk with 
you and shake hands with yoti, while CoL Carr 
and otlien you know, came here to make elo- 
quent addresses for yon to listen to 
I think 
he baa been too eulogistic of main his remarks. 
It is true I haro fought in almost everybody's 
army, from Pea Ridge to Appomattox, and al- 
though I fought with cavalry and with infant- 
ry an 1 on every line of operation, and always 
hal to change and take new men on new lines, 
I was very successfuL I went through all the 
grades in the regular service, and the date of 
every commis 'ioa that I have is the date of a 
battle. Now, I want to say to you, comrades, 
this, that I am mdobtsl to tha private in the 
ranks for all this credit that has come to-me. 
He was th j man who did the fighting, and the 
man wh j carr eel tho mnsket is the greatest 
hero of the war in my opinion. 
I was nothing 
but an agent I knew how to take care of mea 
I knew what a soldier was wortli, and I knew 
how to study the country so as to put him in 
right 
I knew how to put him in a battle 
when one occurred, but I was simply tiie 
agent to take earn of hnn, and he did the 
work. Now, comrades, these are common- 
sense things, and I can't say them in very 
flowery language; but they are true, neverthe- 
less, and they are true not of me alone but of 
everybody else. 
It is to the common soldier 
that we are indebted for any credit that came 
to ua 
Now, I am gi ad to see you here to- 
day, gentlemen, and I am glad to be with you 
on this occasion. 
There are many men here 
to-day who served in the field with me, and it 
has been a great pleasure to me to find them 
out, and they have been very kindly to me in 
their remarks to me. 
While they were with 
me I certainly did all I could for them. 
I 
often laid awake all night planning for their 
.welfare, and I never killed a man rmneces- 
[^arily. One great trouble with men who com- 
mand troops is that they kill men unneces- 
sarily. You may kill as many men as you 
please if you give th m an equivalent for the 
loss. Men do not like to be killed for noth- 
ing; they do not like to have their beads 
rammed against a stone wall, unless for good 
Oijults. Ihose are the points I made dtiring 
he war. Whenever I took men into battle I 
gave them victory as the result of the en- 
gagemeni^ and that was always satisfactory. 


THE Eev. Thomas Ewing Sherman, 
of the Society of Jesus, has been ap- 
pointed Professor of Khetoric in the 
Jesuit College at Detroit. 
Young Sher- 
man's life reads like a romance. 
A few 
year ago he was one of the most dash- 
ing and popular young men in Wash- 
ington society. 
His father was General 
of the armies of the United States, and 
almost doted on the promising young 
man. 
A bright worldly future was be- 
fore him. 
His uncle, the Senator, was 
to initiate him into politics, and soon, 
it was expected by his fond father, the 
boy would be adding luster to the Sher- 
man name. 
He had graduated from the 
classical department 
of 
Georgetown 
College with the highest honors. 
He 
was handsome, manly, full of animal 
life, and aj^parently devoted to social 
pleasures. 
There was even talk of his 
intended marriage to a young lady of 
Cincinnati. 
At this juncture, however, 
when his parents and friends expected 
him to settle down and carve out a bril- 
liant future, all the Washington world 
was shocked by the announcement that 
young Thomas had made up his mind to 
forsake the world, don the Jesuit cas- 
sock, and take 
the vows of poverty, 
chastity, and obedience. 
The report 
proved true. 
All at once Sherman dis- 
appeared 
from the drawing-rooms of 
the elite, and inquiries for him elicited 
the fact that he had gone to the Jesuit 
novitiate to make preparation for en- 
tering the priesthood. 
It is said that 
the parents then 
proposed 
to 
com- 
promise. They proposed that he should 
give up the Jesuit cassock, and study 
for the secular priesthood, since secular 
priests have the opportunity to display 
their abilities, and are advanced to the 
honors of the 
prelacy, 
while Jesuits 
and other members of the order must 
pass their 
lives in comparative 
ob- 
scurity, teaching at colleges or giving 
missions. Young Sherman would listen 
to no compromiHe, and even appealed 
to his superiors to send him to England 
at once, 
so that he might not 
be 
tempted to yield to the entreaties of his 
parents, whom he loved dearly. 
So to 
England he went, and for four years 
studied hard at the Jesuit College at 
Stonyhurst, graduating in philosophy. 
Then he returned to the United 
States 
to pursue his theological studies at the 
Jesuit 
Seminary 
at Woodstock, Md. 
Now, in accordance with the Jesuit rule, 
he must teach a certain time to prepare 
himself for the life that is before him. 
As he distinguished himself for literary 
talent while at college, he is given the 
Professorship of Rhetoric. 
After two 
years in Detroit, he will probably go to 
the Jesuit College at Washington to 
finish his studies and be ordained.

FROM SUNNY I T A I T . 


GRACE GREENWOOD TALKS ABOUT 
QUEER PEOPLj^ 


Wher* Bad Americans €>o to Die—The 
Man with Mk Adjustable Nqse and the 
Headless Baby 
Bloodless, Deformed 
and Dwarfish Italians of Iniwly L.ife. 


[Si>eclal «orrespondence.] 
M11.AK, Aug. 18.—^Another American bom 
queen of ^ e demi monde, "Cora Pearl"(Emma 
Crouch), has lately closed her wild life in 
Paris, where, it seems, bad Americans* go to 
die. More famous and powerful than the late 
lamented "Fanny Lear," her end was even 
more miserable. After squandering millions 
she was reduced to abject poverty. After 
having had countless lovers—having seen 
proud princes at her feet and led captive great 
captains—she was forsaken by all the world 
except a faithful old maid servant and a char- 
itable young doctor. She, too, had once the 
honor of being exiled—from Paris. It was 
when, after lavishing his entire fortune on her 
and being thrown over, a young fool named 
Duval shot himself in her antechamber. 


I am afraid that there are not wanting fair 
Americans ambitious to fill the vacated 
thrones of these adventuresses. 
Indeed, I 
have heard of one who bids fair to take such a 
position by storm, being rarely fitted for such 
unhappy supremacy. This is a singer with' 
great musical talent, once a very sweet, rich 
voice, but whose triumphs thus far have been 
more owing to her "opulent charms of person" 
than to her artistic merits. In fact, she her- 
self thinks little of her art in comj>arison. 
She is said to be madly idolatrous of her own 
beauty, and to glory in the power to madden 
others—her subjects, her vassals, of whom she 
has many, for "the fools are not all dead yet." 
No beneficent plague ever carries them off, 
no war ever thins their ranks. Last year 
there came to an operatic agency in Milan a 
telegram from a theatre in a distant city, 
saying: "Send us a good soprano, beautiful 
and without any incumbrance," 


Among impressari a singer's father, moth- 
er,, sister, brother and, above all, husband, is 
called "an incumbrance." Our fair country- 
woman was solicited. 


And all alone went she. 
A tew months later she returned to Italy 
gay and triumphant, with, as she boasted, 
"a hat fuU of diamonds." Since then she 
has gone forth "conquering and to conquer." 
Indeed she is the type of singer most success- 
on the continental stage nowadays; not 
»hat we enjoy Arcadian tranquility even here 
in well ordered, well-to-do Milan. 
We had 
a ridiculous little "scrimmage" about the 
time of the real insurrection in Belgium. 
Ours was half a frolic. One of the leaders of 
the insurgents was a young wag who pro- 
tected himself by means of a nasal mask gro- 
tesque and huge. Whenever the police were 
about to grab him he retreated a few steps 
into the mob, pocketed his nose and was ab- 
solutely unrecognizable, 
Italian 
working 
people can ill afford to strike. They have 
nothing to fall back upon, Greneral starva- 
tion soon marches into the field and all sur- 
render. Three hundred women rice gatherers 
and cleaners have, however, just struck at 
Mantua. But they will soon be striking on 
their empty stomachs. During the late Buda- 
Pesth riots the strikers sent forth the start- 
ling shouts of "Vive Kossuth!" It was a far 
cry out of the past. How must the sad heart 
of the octogenarian exile in Turin have been 
stirred by merely hearing of it! The heroic 
old dreamer has so far passed into history 
that his poor, discontented coimtrymen might 
as well shout for Charlemagne. 


The cholera has not yet come near us, as 
an epidemic, and is hardly likely to aflSict to 
any great extent a city so open, cleanly and 
W€^ moneyed as MUan. The only epidemic 
we suffer from is suicide. That has raged 
this year. 
During the first three months 
there were 104 cases in this city alone. These 
poor people are not bad, but they seem to 
have been bom discouraged; they are not 
felonious, but felo-de-se-nous. The cholera 
has thus far seriously attacked only the worst 
quartei-s of the poorest and most unsanitary 
towns of the south and east. At once, when 
a town or province is smitten, there rush to 
the post of deadly peril the brave young fol- 
lowei-s of the Red Cross, and the supplement- 
ing Green Cross, Knights of Labor of the 
noblest, the divlnest sort 
i 


Seeing that Italy is so far behind the age in 
sanitary ideas and regulations, the wonder is 
that all kinds of pestilence do not break out 
and rage in those old provincial towns when 
people build and live in utter disregard or 
ignorance of the common comforts and de- 
cencies of life. 
Many pretentious modern 
houses, too, are like "whited sepulchres," fair 
without, but within full of "all manner of 
uncleanliness." Yet I sometimes thiiik that 
in the extreme jxtverty of the peasantry lies 
the secret of their 
exemption 
from the 
scourge. They canpot heat their i)lood with 
meats, hiive seldom milk, and never butter. 
They eat fmit and vegetables, which are 
cheap and good, coarse bread and polenta 
(hominy) and drink som- wine and thin, but 
pure. Yet such living seems to make of the 
working classes in the crowded towns a feeble 
and sickly, if not an absolutely diseased race. 
A large number of tho young we see in the 
streets are scrofulous, bloodless, deformed 
and dwarfish; and some are strangely incom- 
plete, mdimentary people, bora without the 
usual complement of limbs as though nature 
in this poor country had nm out of material 
before her work was done. 


These fragmentary, abnormal beings are 
ofteiTvery active and successful in the men- 
dicity line. So little of humanity does it take 
to make humanitarian appeals, that I am 
often reminded of a passage in a letter wi-it- 
ten by the late James T. Fields from Rome, 
when that brilliant writer was first abroad. 
He wrote: "To-day a legless mtm asked alms 
of me, and I shouldn't have been sm-prised to 
meet the lost legs coming around the next 
comer, begging on their own account." 


Legless and armless babies were bom in 
Italy as long ago as when the pope held his 
own and the pi-inces of Savoy sat on the back 
seat, but in these days of progress and won- 
ders nature seems to want to show herself 
equal to tho times, and is inventing new 
physical marvels and monstrosities. At all 
events, on the first day of this present month 
there was born in Milan, at No. 10 Corso 
Como, of young, well-to-do parents, a man- 
child, actually without a head! The body 
was well formed—neatly rounded off at the 
shoulders, and with legs and arms perfect, 
while on the stomach was posed, as though it 
were an afterthought, a very nice little face, 
regular in all its lineaments. 


I naarveled and meditated over this b a b y - 
its queer conditions of life and its possible fu- 
ture. It would, we thought, be rather awk- 
ward work for the poor mcther to suckle him. 
Though certainly nourishment would reach 
its destination by "shortest, quickest and most 
direct route." It would be an annoyance too 
that none of the pretty baby clothes so lov- 
ingly prepared, would fit, and that new ones 
would have to be made after a sort of circu- 
lar pattern. His little bed clothes must also 
be of a peculiar cut—so this mama after tend- 
e r l y tucking her darling in at night would 
kiss him through a hole in the blanket 


And tho poor chDd, as he p e w into boy- 
hood, would have some peculiar embarrass- 
ments and disadvantages. He would have to 
\ie supine tQ watct^ ttie flight of his kite, and 


throw a back somersault to look at the moon 
over his left shoulder. He never Could amuse 
himself by standing on his head—he would 
have double difficulty in m^fatitipíng his equi- 
librium m looking down a well, or off the 
roof of a liiDQae—he would be in double danger 
<a being cauj^t in such garnet as "Tag," atd 
"I Spy,"—he would always lie called upon to 
stand for the other boys to play **LeapFp)f 
and he would always have to iwim on hi» 
back.

THOMAS E. BENEdlCt, THE 
NEW 
PUBLIC PRINTER, AND HIS WORK. 


The largest Pabllshlns House In the 
"^orld—A Monument to the Garrulity 
of CongresBt and the Natural Desire to 
See Tlteir Forensic Efforts in Print. 


The office of public printer, that was for so 
long a time a bone of contention, has at last 
been haqded over to Mr. Thomas E. Bene- 
dict, of New York, who was not an applicant 
for the position, and whose name was not 
even thought of by wiseaci'es in connection 
with the place. 


THOMAS E. BENEDICT. 


Thomas E. Benedict was bom at Warwick, 
Orange county, N. Y., in 1839. His educa- 
tion was obtained at the common school and 
at the Warwick institute. 
He engaged in 
teaching during his early years, and drifted 
thence into a railroad office, and finally into 
bookkeeping. 
He always had an affinity for 
printing offices, however, and, wherever he 
lived, was sure to be an industrious corre- 
spondent of the local newspaper. 
He moved 
to Ulster county in 18(53 as a bookkeeper of 
the Ulster Iron Rolling mill, and in 1870 
started The Ellenville Press in partnership 
m t h his brother, G. H. Benedict. 
The paper 
gained a reputation for its vigorous De- 
mocracy, and in 1873 the firm purchased The 
Banner of Liberty, which they conducted as 
a staunch Democratic weekly, gaining for it 
a cu'culation that extended to every state 
and territory of the Union. 
In 1879 Mr. 
Benedict was elected to the New York legisla- 
tm-e and was re-elected for four successive 
terms, each year by an increased majority. 
There he gained the confidence and friend- 
ship of Governor Cleveland, Daniel Manning 
and other leading Democrats, and in 1884 
was appointed deputy comptroller, which of- 
fice he 
has 
since 
ffiled. 
He is known 
esjiecially for his executive abilityand un- 
blemished integrity. 


Mr. Gilbert H. Benedict, the new chief 
clerk to the public printer, is a brother of his 
chief, and was appointed by P^iblic Printer 
Rounds before his retii-^nnent. 
Mr. Benedict 
was bom at War- 
wick, 
N. Y., 
in 
1846, and was edu- 
cated at the War- 
wick academy. 
At 
15 years of age he 
began work at the 
printer's ti'ade 
in 
"the office of The 
Putnam 
C o u n t y 
Courier, then edited 
by 
his 
brother, 
Capt. 
Charles 
E. 
Benedict,who after- 
ward died in the 
service of the Union 


GILBERT H. BENEDICT, army. 
From there 
he went to No\\burg, where he set type 
on the old Newhurg Telegraph, and thence 
gravitated to 
Yorlc city, where, for 


nearly ten yeai-s, he worked in the largest 
book and .i<ib printing concern in the metrop- 
olis. A'ter one or two attempts at country 
uewspaiXM" etliting, he formed a partnership 
with his brother, T. E. Benedict, in conduct- 
ing The Eil<^nville Press and 
Banner of 
Liberty, of which pawr he has been sole 
proprietor for the past three years. 
He was 
a mem])er of Typographical Union No. 6, of 
New York, during bis residence in that city, 
Euid Ls a stanch advocate of labor organiza- 
tions and the rights of workingmen. 


THE GOVERNMENT PRINTING OFFICE. 


The mammoth establishment that Mr. Ben- 
edict assumes charge of is the largest printing 
office m the world and located a mile north of 
the Capitol in what was once called "swam- 
poodle." It requires an army of 2,.500men 
and women the year round, with a pay roll 
of 
about 
.?i:>5,000 per 
month 
to 
tirni 
out ks productions. 
Over 3,500 tons of 
paper are fed 
into 
the capacious 
maw 
of this monster to be evolved into blanks, 
pamphlets, maps, elegant bomid books, in fact 
everything possible in the way of printed 
matter. 
The capacity of this establishment 
is practically unlimited and the speed with 
which it can execute work cannot be excelled 
anywhere. 
As congress has ordei'ed the 
printing of every bill when introduced, and 
reprinted 
every time 
an amendment 
is 
adopted, and as some of these bills are 
amended as often as thirty-seven times the 
numbei-s of copies of bills printed during a 
session of congress amounts to millions upon 
millions. 
The copy of a bill or report in 
congress, making fifty or sixty large printed 
pages, may be received at 10 o'clock in the 
morning and in two or three hours the 
printed and stitched or bound copies will be 
laid on the desks of members. 
The Congres- 
sional Record reports the doings of congress 
daily, and contains more matter than two 
ordinary 
daily 
newspapers, and 
yet 
let 
the night session be long or short The Record, 
containing a verbatim account of the day's 
doings, will be on each member's desk before 
the opening of the following day's session. 
To do this a wagon is kept going day and 
night collecting copy and returning proofs of 
speeches to the members for corrections. 


The press room contains nearly 100 of the 
most improved printing presses, from which 
are delivered each hour about 100,000 sheets 
of prhited matter. 
Thirty immense ruling 
in£U::hines are in constant use iu the bindery, 
and in the folding room, as elsewhere, the 
latest and most improved machinery is used 
to facilitate the work. 
A brief history of 
government printing is as follows: 


In the first .session of the i'irst congress, 
1789, the printhig of bills and journals was 
done under the secretary of the senate and 
clerk of the house. 
In 1794 a specific appro- 
priati4 n was made for "fiiewood, stationery 
and pi lifting work," $10,000. In 1803 the presi- 
Uept's message was the tint docuineat printed. 


In 1819 each house elected its own printer Tor 
the session. The prin- 
tUB tocong ess now 
became affluent and 
entertained 
h a n d - 
somdy. 
These a l s o 
gave rise to the party 
newspaper organ sys- 
tem. The most noted 
were Gales, Seaton, 
Blair and Rives. The? 
printing of the Twen-j 
$y-seventh 
congress" 
cost $200,000. In 1846" 
the contract system STERLING P. ROUNDS. 
was adopted. 
In 1852 


the 
office of 
superintendent of 
public 
printing was created. 
In 1876 the office was 
changed from congressional to public printer, 
and appointed by the president. 
Mr. A. M. 
Clapp, Mr. John D. Defrees and Mr. Sterhng 
F. Rounds w^ere the predecessors of Mr. 
Benedict. 
The cost of the government print- 
ing is now about $3,.500,000 per annum.
